“Up Lads, Now's Your Chance.” 


Wounded soldiera w have 
just returned from Franc ‘ere 
now in hospital in Lond ald 
vivid stories on September ¥ of 
the British advance. A bo #1 h- 
looking soldier, who was formurly 
a call-boy at a theatre, said: 

Jt was all right once the ‘‘curtain 
wos up.” It was the all-night 
wait -for the advance which 
I found most trying. with the in- 
cosaaut thender of the guns and 
the shrieking of shella over our 
beads. It waa s most impressive 
overture to the great drama to 
come. . 

You see] was a call-boy at a 
London theatre before I joined 
thie “orush” and this was my first 
appearance, as you may say, in 
a real battle, and although I 
know tho part I was to play well 
enough after many monthe’ 
rehearsals in England, I must 
own that I felt o trifls sbaky, 
like an actor on 8 firet night, I 
suppose, Looking back, iteeeme 
atrange how quickly this feeling 
parsed away when aomeone cried, 
“Up lade, now's your chance.” 
My chum and [ had agreed that 
wo would stick together ss long 
ae we could, but cur plana were 
quickly apeet, for no sooner. had 
we clambered out of our trench 
than hewentdowa. This seemed 
to rouse me. [I seemed to 
go mod with rage, aod 
hardly knew what I did, the 
moat extraordivary thing being 
that I seemed then to have no 
fear of the bail of ballets which 
rained down upon us—they all 
seemed part of ihe “play"——and 1 
wos catried along by an over- 
whelming impulea to got of the 
enemy and avenge my cham. I, 
like the rest of us, scampored as 
fast as my legs would carry me, 
slipping and sliding in tho mud, 
until Lat length wont sprawling in 
the loch which had been charned 
ap by the rain and shells. 

I had just scrambled to my feet 
again when I heard the order to 
charge, and, levelling my bayonet, 
L rushed headlong forward, jamp- 
ing over bodies and barbed wire 
as though I waa electrified. My 
first experience of battte was 
short and sweet, for I waa howled 
over at the first trench, I remem: 
ber plunging my bayonet into 
s hoge Germsn who confronted 
me with levelled rifle. Tuen I wag 
hit on the head by something or 
other which made me see more 
fire in an instant than I had seen 
daring the whole time I bad been 
ont there. Then [ must hsve lost 
consciousness, for I remember no 
moore until i found myself in the 
hands of the stretcher-bearers, 
srho told me that my wound was 
not very serious, I hope to got a 
“retarn engagement” ‘and te in 
the lest act after all, and I hove 
at least avenged my cham.

GERMAN AND BRITISH WAR FINANCE. 
—_—_— 


Most of us will be very glad that for once a manifest German 
lie should have been of such 9 nature as to make it worth our 
Government's while to reply to it, The average statament from 
Borlia is so wild that it would be 5 sinfal waste of time on tho part 
of the Ministry or the Army euthorities to’ contradict; but it 
happens that the story mentioned in our wire of yesterday, aa to 
Britain's being “nearly bankrupt” has given Mr. Walter Runciman 
8 most advantageous opportunity of making a statement as to the 
actual position of the Empire’s money matters. This statement, 
many will feel, might with profit have como at an earlier date; but, 
bo that as it may, now that it ia before the public it will eet British 
minds at reat and will et once undo any harm that mey possibly have 
bzen done to our national prestige in the eyes of neutral countries. 

Mr. Runcimen tolls us that the Government was not “obliged” 

to probibit the export of gold, thst it is prepared to meet its liabili- 
ties on a free gold basia, that London is still the world’a free gold 
market, that notes are quite easily convertible into gold at the Bank 
of England, and that the Bank’s notes are covered by gold to the 
extent of two hundred per cent! To the ears of Britishera who 
notorally have at least some idea of the wonderfal resources of their 
Eupire, theso facts are leaa rousing than when heard by foreigners. 
O! course, like other German lies, the story of our “ bankraptoy” 
is not belisved by those who spread it. The Berlin newspaper- 
reading public tasy hove swallowed the story, though even that is 
difficult to believe, since that public ia genorally pretty well informed 
and must surely be aware that Britain's exchequer and credit at the 
ontbreak of war woro euch that they could quite. well stand an 
infloitely heavier drain then is likely to be put on them even when 
fonds are foond for come of ker Allies, Those, principally, who will 
have been doped by. this interesting s!ory will be the country folk 
whodo not matter, and the private soldiera, who" perhaps matter 
still leas, In the neutral countries it may be ncoepted by the same 
clasaea, but most decidedly not by the business men, whose opin‘on
